COPENHAGEN, Oct. 3 CWPJ. 

—Premier Jens Otto Krag stun- 
ned the country today by re- 
signing immediately after he 
triumphantly had led Denmark 
into the common Market. 

After 25 years to “the front 
line of politics," Mr. Krag said. 
“I have had enough of it. I have 
many other interests."

Foreign Minister Knud 
Boerge Andersen will serve as 
Interim premier imtn Mr. Joer- 
gensen assumes office. 

In an Interview Friday, Mr. Joer- 
gensen «»iii that he was a Marxist 
who wants Denmark to stay in 
NATO, a believer to co-operation 
with the United States despite 
his concern for what he called 
its “anti-democratic Fascist ele- 
ments.” 

Political experts here agree that 
the switch from Mr. Krag to 
Mr. Joergensen will have little 
effect on Danish foreign or do- 
mestic policy. 

However, It is expected to help 
the Social Democrats stay to 
office. The party holds only 71 of 
the 179 seats in the Folketing, or 
parliament, and rules with the 
support of the leftist Peoples 
Socialists. That group strongly 
opposes Danish membership in 
fhe Confinon Market 'and' many 
workers who vote Social Demo- 
crat also cast “no" ballots to yes- 
terday's referendum. 

Had Mr. Krag stayed on. his 
coalition might have fallen apart. 
Although Mr. joergensen is also 
pro-EEC, his trade union back- 
ground and his outspoken leftist 
stance is thought to have wider 
appeal within and on the left 
of the Social Democratic party. 

Mr. Krag had kept his deci- 
sion from everyone except Ms 
actress wife, Helle Virkner. Has 
political associates did not learn 
of it until early this morning, 
when the count of referendum 
votes was completed. 

Mr. Krag, 58, who became a 


minister when he was first elect- 
ed to parliament to 1947, has told 
friends, “I got into . this too 
young." 

After a variety of cabinet posts, 
he served as premier from 1962 to 
1968 and returned to the job 
again after elections a year ago.

'BRUSSELS, Oct. 3 CAP). — The 
Common Market was reported, 
today to have completed work on 
a plan to incorporate a dozen 
Mediterranean countries Into its 
free trade area to create more 
business for its own citizens and 
less for Americans, Japanese and 
other countries. 

The general objective has been 
under discussion, far some time. 
Other coatdzles have complained 
that thpfp businessmen would 
suffer. The plan has been ap- 
proved by the Executive Com- 
mission. It now goes to the 
member gover nm ents, who win 
discuss it Monday at a council 
of ministers meeting in Luxem- 
bourg:' 

One Brussels official said today 
that everything under the plan 
had to be “GATTahle”— a new 
word that is certain to be used 
ever more frequently in business 
circles. A “GATTable” agreement 
is one that is to accord with the 
rules of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade (GATT), 
which is not only an agreement 
but also an organisation based in 
Geneva. GATT rules provide 
that any trade concession, such 
as a tariff reduction, made by 
any one member country to an- 
other must also be made to all 
other member countries. This is 
known as the "mosb-favared-na- 
tion principle" 

Special Concessions 

An exception, is provided. 
Special concessions can be made 
if the countries concerned show 
that they intend to set op a fan 
customs union or free trade area. 
The Common Market does in- 
tend to set up such an. area with 
the Mediterranean countries, in- 
cluding its own members and a 
group of other countries in 
northern and central Europe. 

The number of Mediterranean 
countries concerned cannot be 
given precisely because some, 
such as Syria and ATharria have 
not asked to be inptnfipd others, 
such as the Sudan, mi g h t cam- 
.btoe with other countries. 

Among the most important an 
Spain, Israel, Egypt, Greece, 
Turkey, Morocco, Tunisia and 
Algeria. 

The Common Market already 
has trade agreements with most 
of t h e m . These accords would 
be renegotiated next year, if the 
Common Market governments 
approve the plan submitted, by 
the Executive commissioa.

Prime Minister Edvard Heath and 
Italian Premier Gtulio Andreotti 
today completed two days of talks 
and expressed a “close identity 
of views'' on how to forge the 
future of a united Europe* 

The agreement In principle ap- 
peared to dampen French hopes 
to woo Rome Into a '■southern 
front" to balance northern coun- 
tries In the enlarged European 
Economic Community. 

Mr. Heath and Mr. Andreotti 
met twice for a total of four and 
a quarter hours. 

Their communique made it 
dear that Rome and London 
would Join efforts to draft guide- 
lines for political, economic and 
monetary Integration at the EEC 
summit conference in Paris Oct. 
13-2 0. 

“While wishing nob to anticipate 
the decisions which will be taken 
In that meeting," the communique 
said, "the two heads of govern- 
ment have agreed that it will 
represent an important step for- 
ward on the way toward Euro- 
pean unity." 

The French Bid 

The talks between Mr. Heath 
and Mr. Andreotti seemed to have 
brought a closer understanding 
than Italy and France reached in 
summit talks two months ago. In 
two days of meetings with Mr. 
Andreotti at Lucca, near Florence, 
French President Georges Pompi- 
dou called on Italy to join In. a 
“Latin alignment" inside the EEC. 

In an Implicit reference to Nor- 
way’s referendum rejecting entry 
into the Common Market, today's 
communique called on the com- 
munity to "strengthen the links 
of cooperation with those Euro- 
pean countries with which there 
already exist close bends of col- 
laboration." 

Mr. Andreotti and Mr. Heath 
followed news about the referen- 
dum In Denmark last night while 
at a dinner in the Castel Sant* 
Angelo- The two leaders voiced 
"utmost satisfaction” at the 
Danes' “yes to Europe,” an Italian 
spokesman said. 

Mr. Heath and Mr. Andreotti 
dircussed relations between East 
and West.

“We have become apathetic,** 
said Sen. Mike Mansfield, D, 
Mont, the majority leader, who 
over the years has led the anti- 
war m ovement in the Senate. “I 
don’t know what it Is going to 
take to wake this country up," 
he said. 

From the other tide of the 
aisle. Sen. Hugh Scott of Penn- 
sylvania. the Republican leader, 
described the Proxmire amend- 
ment as “pious nonsense" that, 
he said, overlooked .the fact that 
it was North Vietnam that bad 
“the bloody hands" and was 
preventing an end of the war. 

The Senate bill now goes to 
a conference with the House, 
which has approved a bill 
providing $4-3 billion less than 
was requested by the administra- 
tion.

In every state with the excep- 
tion of Arkansas and Texas, the 
percentage of white registered 
voters Is larger than that of 
blacks, PEP statistics show. 

Hie average rate of voting- 
age whites registered to vote is 
0197 percent as compared to the 
rate of 58.61 percent. In 
Arkansas. 80.89 percent of voting- 
age blacks are registered as com- 
pared with 6139 percent of vottog- 
age whites. 

In Texas, 68.16 percent of 
voting-age blacks are registered 
compared with 56.76 percent of 
voting-age whites.

Agnew Says Nixon Is Not Dodging Campaign

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 CNVT). 
■ — President Nixon’s two most 
visible spokesmen, Vice-President 
Agnew and Ron Ziegler, the White 
House press secretary, defended 
the President yesterday against 
complaints that he has been hid- 
ing himself and his views from 
the electorate. 

In a speech before the 13th 
annual conference of United Press 
International editors and publish- 
ers, Mr. Agnew said that the duty 
of a candidate was to go beyond 
“slogans'* and “code words" to 
Inform the voters of “his record 
and positions." 

He described national cam- 
paigns as “a test of ideas, a trial 
by logic, reason and evidence,"' 
and he left no doubt that he 
thought both he and the Presi- 
dent were meeting that test. 

MT. Agnew spoke at his regular 
morning briefing. He was asked 
to comment on charges that the 
President had been “hiding" him- 
self in recent weeks. 

Major Complaints ' 

These charges have come not 
only from Sen. George McGovern, 
the Democratic presidential nom- 
inee who has been trying to goad 
Mr. Nixon onto the campaign 
trail, but also from various news- 
paper commentators who have 
accompanied the President on his 
three tri p s since the 

Republican convention. 

The major complaints, which 


are being heard here with in- 
creasing frequency, ore that the 
President has held only one news 
conference since the convention, 
that it is impossible to get doss 
enough to him to question him 
on his views and. that even key 
policy advisers— normally reach- 
able when the President is in 
Washington— tend to become In- 
accessible on the campaign trail. 

The essence of Mr. Ziegler’s 
response was that it was difficult 
if not impossible for any Presi- 
dent to hide himself. As for 
complaints that Mr. Nixon was 
shortchanging the voters by not 
per sonally taMng his case to 
them, Mr. Ziegler cited the press 
of public business. 

Cares of Office 

“He is attending to the matters 
of the Presidency” the press sec- 
retory said, a point also stressed 
by Mr. Agnew in response to a 
question from & member of his 
.audience of editors yesterday af- 
'temoan. 

"How can you except a man to 
be President and candidate at 
the time?” Agnew asked. 

“We do not hide anything.” 

Mr. Agnew even lifted a leaf from 
Sen. McGovern’s book of cam- 
paign phrases when he said that 
the purpose of campaigning was 
not only to inform the electorate 
but to learn from the electorate, 
“to become educated as to what 
the people he seeks ro represent 
truly believe." 


Nixon Regime ( Most Corrupt 
In History McGovern Says

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 CWP).— 

Sen. George McGovern yesterday 
accused the Nixon administration 
of being “the most corrupt in 
history 1 * *nd charged that the 
President “has no constant 
principle except opportunism and 
manipulation." 

In a speech to United Press 
International editors and UFI 
cheats, the Democratic presiden- 
tial nominee challenged the press 
to force a public debate of the 
Issues. Sen. McGovern sold the 
Nixon administration, was trying 
to butty the press and turn ft Into 


a cheering section for the Presi- 
dent’s re-election campaign.

“It has launched a deliberate, 
sustained campaign to discredit 
newspapers and broadcasters . - . 
This administration seeks to re- 
place a press corp s with, a cheer- 
ing section— with a propaganda 
machine that is in league with 
the government, to be used by 
the government, to tell the people 
what the g ov e r n ment wants them 
to hear.” 

The senator colled upon report- 
ers to Inform the country that 
Mr. Nixon was “hiding” from 
public debate, that he was 
“telling lies to a hand-picked 
crowd” and that he would not 
hold press confsenccs or answer 
questions.

PARIS, Oct. 3 (Reuters).— The 
leftist -literary magazine, Les 
Lcttres Frangaises, today an- 
nounced that it would close down 
next week. 

The magazine, founded in 1941. 
has been edited for the last 20 


years by the Communist novelist 
and poet Louis Aragon. 

In an editorial announcing that 
nest Tuesday's edition would be 
its final one, the magazine cited 
economic difficulties as the rea- 
son for its closure. Its circulation 
stands at about 40,000.

MOSCOW, Oct. 3.— The soviet 
Union is expected, to establish a 
new military headquarters for the 
Warsaw Fact powers of Eastern 
Europe In the ancient city of 
Lvov. 

Before the end of the year, ac- 
cording to diplomatic sources, the 
strategically located Ukrainian 
city will be closed to Western 
visitors to help make its new 
status secure. The city now stands 
as an *«*«m in the middle of a 
large, closed security area. 

The Soviet government is re- 
ported to be constructing a new 
headquar ters building outside 
Lvov to house Marshal Ivan I. 
Yakubovsky, the Warsaw Pact 
commander, ft nri his staff. Their 
headquarters Is now assumed to 
be in the Russian Pentagon, on 
Frunze Street in central Moscow. 

Western experts here do not sec 
the move of the headquarters as 

an escalation of military Strength 
in Eastern Europe but more as 
an effort to strengthen the ad- 
ministrative efficiency of the com- 
mand structure. 

Close to Borders 
By locating in Lvov, the head- 
quarters would be close to the 
borders of four major satellite 
countries — Poland, Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia and Romania. 

Political analysts said the pres- 
ence of the headquarters so close - 
to the western Soviet border 
could have a psychological effect 
on. the satellites, reminding them 
of Soviet ability to invade, as the 
Russians did -In Czechoslovakia 
four years, ago to overthrow a 
liberal Communist regime. 

The bender location might also 
give the Eastern bloc nations a 
feeling of greater participation In 
the command operation than they 
have now. 

A transportation center served 


by nine railroads, Lvov is about 
900 highway miles and 700 air 
miles southwest of Moscow, and 
that much closer to direct ground 
confrontation with the forces of 
the North. Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. 

While Soviet authorities never 
riisms* such military moves pub- 
licly. the use of Lvov as head- 
quarters for the Soviet European 
defense system bas been rumored 
In Moscow for several weeks. 

Western experts recently receiv- 
ed corroborating evidence which 
indicated that the move was to 
be made In the next few months. 


“They seem to want to get their 
hr use in order before any nego- 
tiations start cm mutual balanced 
force reductions," one source 
said. 

The Warsaw Pact now has 
three regional headquarters— ac- 
cording to the authoritative In- 
stitute for Strategic Studies In 
London — located in the Polish 
city of Legnica, in Budapest, and 
in ZoasoGsen-Wunsdorf, outside 
East Berlin. There is also a con- 
tingent of Soviet troops in 
Czechoslovakia with headquarters 
at Milo vice.

China , at UN, Belitdes Big-2 Arms Pact 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y- OCt. 3 
( APj. — China today ridiculed the 
U^.-Scviet arms agreement and 
said it marked "the beginning of 
a new stage in the . . . nuclear 
arms race." 

The Chinese deputy foreign 
minister, Chiao Kuan-hua, made 
the charge in the united Nations 

within hours of the Washington 
ceremony In which President 
Nixon and Foreign Minister An- 
drei A. Gromyko of the Soviet 
Union put the accords formally 
into force. 

In the first Chinese policy 
speech to' the General Assembly 
since Peking replaced Taiwan 
last year. Mr. Chiao repeated 
the. Chinese positions on Vlet- 
anw, the Middle East and Ban- 
gladesh. 

“The world is at the cross- 
roads." he declared, “and so Is 
tlie United Nations. If the Unit- 
ed Nations is to regain its pres- 
tige and play its due rde, It 
must . . . free itself from the 
manipulation and control by the 
big powers."

“This can by no means be re- 
garded as a step toward nuclear 
disarmament." 

“On the contrary, this marks 
the beginning of a new stage in 
the Sovlet-UB. nuclear arms 
race." Mr. Cbiao said. 

“Before the ink on the agree- 
ments dried, the one hasten- 
ed to test new-type nuclear weap- 
ons and the other expressed its 
intention to make a big increase 
immediately in its military ex- 
penditure. How can this be de- 
scribed as reducing the threat of 


a nuclear war? We hold that no 
fond illusion should be cherished 

about these agreements.” 

Mr. Cbiao said China is 
“making nuclear tests under 
compulsion. Her nuclear tests 
are taking place in her interior, 
anri their number is limited. 
China is ready at any time to 
stop all her nuclear tests, but 
only qn the day the nuclear 
weapons of the nuclear super- 
powers and all other nuclear 
countries are completely prohibit- 
ed and thoroughly destroyed, and 
not before."

The psychological setback to the Common 
Market caused by Norway's rote to stay out 
has been largely remedied by Denmark’s 
strong vote to come in. With a highly ef- 
ficient agriculture, a burgeoning Industry 
and a unique reputation for sophisticated 
social and political democracy, the Danes 
have a contribution to make to the European 
Idea. But Just as Norway's refusal was more 
Important than its physical share of the 
Market, so Denmark's acceptance goes 
beyond the practical advantages which ac- 
crue thereby to Western Europe. 


There was a considerable amount of 
fa and -wringing within the Market countries 
when the Norwegians chose to stay outside. 
To the extent that this might stimulate 
constructive criticism of the bureaucratic 
tendencies, the emphasis on the narrow 
materialism, of the Common llarket. this 
was good. But If it became the excuse for 
apathy, for loss of confidence in concepts of 
Western European unity. It could have been 
dangerous. Already, the effects of the 
Norwegian action have been manifest in 
stiffening Labor party resistance to the Mar- 
ket in Britain, and the danger that a change 


of government there might mean a British 
withdrawal. 

Denmark may not be able to reverse this 
attitude In the Labor party, which is be- 
coming more and more committed to its 
own reversal of position on the Market. But 
it certainly will not encourage that negative 
trend, either in Britain or the Continent. 

Many of the same forces that combined 
within Norway (and within Britain) to fight 
the Market were visible in Denmark. But in 
Denmark these diverse forces were simply 
not strong enough. 

Perhaps Denmark, despite Its lack of 
weight in modem power politics, suffered less 
from a sense of inferiority than those 
British who are still conscious of recently 
losing an empire, or those Norwegians whose 
recovered independence is little more than 
half a century old. Denmark is aware of 
both its long self-sovereignty and Its present 
military inability to preserve that condition. 
Moreover, of all the Scandinavian peoples, 
the Danes have shown themselves the most 
pragmatic. And that practical sense has 
given a very real support to the Idealism 
implicit In the Common Market, to the sense 
of a shared destiny which Is still at work 
in Europe, despite Its many sharp divisions. 


Aid for Uganda Asians 


It was a prudent tactic for Britain to sus- 
pend Its request for immediate United 
Nations General Assembly debate on the 
expulsion of more than 50,000 Asians from 
Uganda pending the outcome of an African 
initiative in the matter. Britain's request 
for United Nations help in resettling these 
unfortunates and in persuading Uganda’s 
President Amin to extend his deadline of 
Nov. S for their departure was a thoroughly 
reasonable one, . however. If the United 
Nations were helpless to respond in this kind 
of human tragedy it would be almost as 
Irrelevant as its die-hard critics contend. 


For African governments to contend that 
this abrupt uprooting of thousands of help- 
less people from the only homeland most 
of them have ever known is purely an “in- 
ternal” matter for Uganda Is preposterous. 
The plight of Ugandan Asians is as much a 
concern for the international community as 
is the continued white rule and repression 
of the black majority in Rhodesia, 


If General Amin cares at all about world 
opinion, including that of neighboring 
African states, he will lift what Sir Alec 
Douglas-Home rightly called his "arbitrary 
and inhumane deadline.” and will allow the 
Aslan expellees to take their possessions and 
savings with them into an uncertain future. 
It would be unforgivable if he made good 
his threat to herd into concentration camps 


these people who have contributed much to 
Ugandan development and commerce. 

Despite bitter opposition, ranging from 
Tory aristocrats to blue-collar trade union- 
ists, the British government is keeping its 
promise to admit Ugandan Aslans who carry 
British passports. Canada is expected to take 
5.000; India and other Asian Commonwealth 
countries have promised to help. In this 
country, Rep. Koch of Manhattan has been 
a lonely voice, appealing to the Nixon ad- 
ministration to admit 5,000 Asians 

Mr. Koch can cite a valid precedent under 
existing law. His bill last year to provide 
30.000 nonquota visas for Jews who might 
be able to emigrate from the Soviet Union 
brought the response from the Justice 
Department that the attorney general could 
authorize such visas without additional 
legislation under his so-called parole powers 
granted by a 1965 amendment to the Im- 
migration Act 

Under this emergency provision. Attorney 
General Klein dienst could make 3 significant 
American contribution to this pressing prob- 
lem of human disclocation. There is no 
special link such as Commonwealth mem- 
bership that calls on this country to do its 
share: there is only the call of common 
decency and humanity — and the sentiments 
engraved on the Statue of Liberty, to which 
President Nixon so eloquently referred on his 
visit to Liberty Island last week.

Troubled Rome 


The Eternal City is showing dismaying 
signs of mortality. It could, of course, drag 
out a prolonged existence as an ordinary 
30th century metropolis, replete with snarled 
traffic, high prices, noise and juvenile delin- 
quency. But without its fabulous art and its 
revered antiquities, the grandeur that was 
Rome would at last be no more than the 
grandeur that is Indianapolis. 

Yet, with the closing of the Colosseum 
and large sections of the Forum and the 
palatine, because of crumbling rock and 
cracking masonry: with the actual disap- 
pearance of literally dozens of ancient villas, 
the deterioration of the Old Applan Way and 
the shocking destruction of priceless statues, 
Rome is threatened with precisely this ulti- 
mate step in its long decline. 

The swift acceleration of Italy's cultural 
disaster Is a product of developments now 
common to all the countries of the West 
and some of the East: a surging papulation, 
overnight conversion from agriculture to 
industry and a rapid urbanizing or society, 
with all the social upheavals that involves. 
But just as Italy's heritage is vastly richer 


than most countries’, the assaults on it are 
far harder for the world to endure. 

Unfortunately, the Italian government has 
yet to provide the funds required to keep 
pace with the need for restoration, or even 
to protect its cultural treasures from the 
incursion of vandals as vicious as their 
spiritual forebears of the fifth century. In 
five years, more than 3,000 works of art have 
disappeared from Italy, presumably to be 
sold on a •‘cultural*’ thieves’ market, and 
statues are regularly decapitated by these 
same art dealers. 

There is no reason to doubt the serious 
concern of the Italian government with these 
immeasurable losses. The only question is 
whether it will act quickly enough and vigor- 
ously enough to save a magnificent city — 
without which that city’s individual treasures 
could have little more character than London 
Bridge retains in the midst of the Arizona 
desert. And that Is a question not only for 
Rome but for the entire civilisation that 
spread out from its seven hills to color for 
two millennia the life or the world.

news agency. This statement on the Rus- 
sian harvest crisis is trebly astonishing and 
significant.

A New Book 


The mystery is explored in a 
new book, “Kissinger: The Uses 
of Power.” It is by David Lan- 
dau, wbo developed his interest 
at Harvard . College before grad- 
uation last June. . 1 anrian is 
misled into a little parlor psycho- 
analysis, perhaps an irresistible 
temptation with this subject. But 
he comes back to solid ground In 
his exploration of the problem to 
which he wisely devotes half the 
book: Vietnam. 


When Kissinger left Cambridge 
In 1969. he assured friends that 
he would have the United States 
out of that war in months. When 
his Harvard colleagues came to 
see him in protest at the invasion 
of Cambodia in April, 1970, he told 
them 'co come back in a year — 
"You will find your concerns are 
unwarranted.” That confidence 
about ending the war is a repeat- 
ed theme. On what was it based? 


Kis s in ger believed in 1969— and 
made no secret of his view — that 
Vietnam had proved to be a poor 
place for the exercise of Amer- 
ican power. He understood that 
the United States could not “win” 
over a tenacious nationalist force. 
He thought the US. should get 
qut, pre s erving its credibility as - 
world power merely by obt aining 
an assurance from the Com- 
munists of a “decent interval” 
before they took over in Saigon. 

The trouble with that theory 
was that it took too little ac- 
count of recent Vietnamese his- 
tory. Twice before the Com- 
munists had been offered a deal 
and believed it: in 1946 when 
France promised a Vietnam unaer 
their leadership,, in 1954 at 
Geneva. Boch times they were 
betrayed. 


Hands Off 

It has always been unlikely that 
the Communists would believe 
another unsupported promise to 
keep Lands off Vietnam, least of 
all from a President whose 
rhetoric seems constantly to 
escalate the American interest in 
a non-Communlst Saigon. That 
is Why Hanoi has sought formal 
agreement with the United States 
on the political future of Viet- 
nam— as an assurance against 
renewed intervention. 

When the Kissinger negotiat- 
ing theory did not work, the 
United States turned to threat 
and to force. And so today the 
man who was a skeptic about 
America’s involvement In Vietnam 
serves an administration which 
has intensified the involvement 
and the destruction, paying an 
ever more terrible price for 
whatever end is reached. 

How did it happen? Landau 
suggests that Kissinger had “an 
obsession with UB. credibility” 
that obscured his original under- 
standing: of realities in Vietnam, 
and a deep fear of reaction from 
the right in the United States, 
landau may overestimate Kis- 
singer’s ability to influence the 
President on this issue.

The proclamation of martial 
law by the president of the 
Philippines did not result in the 
“death of democracy” as a form 
of government in the Philippines, 
since this is one oi the powers 
vested in the president under the 
Philippine Constitution to enable 
him to cope with a serious no- 
tional emergency and to preserve 
democracy itself. Indeed, as stated 
by the United States Supreme 
Court in one of its earliest de- 
cisions, “martial law in sensu 
strictiore. is that law which has 
application when the military arm 
docs not supersede civil authority 
but is called upon to aid It in the 
execution of ns civil functions.” 

It is rather unfortunate that 
Mr. Lescazc has disregarded the 
legal, political and socio-economic 
conditions in the Philippines 
after the recent devastating 
typhoons and floods that have 
rendered, millions homeless and. 
set back agricultural productivity 
for at least five years according 
to more impartial observers. This 
situation has been, further ag- 
gravated by the series of ter- 
roristic acts of -iolence perpetu- 
ated by those bent on under- 
mining the stability of the gov- 
ernment with the ultimate goal 
of destroying completely the 
existing democratic institutions.

has savaged everyone in the book.

“simian" when enraged, Gandhi 
a pious fraud, Churchill in 1950 
an “obscenely” fat, senescent 
windbag. This is part of Mug- 
geridge's tool kit — the systematic 
denigration of those regarded by 
others as great men. Allied to it 
is an apparent compulsion to bite 
every hand that has fed him. 

These victims range from the 
management of the Guardian, the 
newspaper that sent him to Mos- 
cow as a correspondent prior to 
World War II. to the audiences 
of his very profitable American 
lecture tours, rone of his less 
endearing capers was a BBC 
television program built around 
film extracts from these tours. 
Cameras and sound track alike 
exploited some all-American faces 
and voices ■ with sadistic bril- 
liance.) 

Bishop Manque 

Muggeridge hat now taken an 
unintentional “comic turn," 
though this persona alternates 
with the pulpit figure that has 
led tome British observers to -view 
him as “a bishop manque." The 
book itself is vintage Muggeridge, 
which is probably an unkind 
thing to say, but it contains glints 
of what may have indeed been 
a genuine talent, possibly big 
enough for a form more demand- 
ing than the jeremiad. Mugger- 
idge declares, however, (Uke 
Plan that he regrets nothing:

■pARIS, Oct 3 (IHT) .—Creative 
acting is difficult to define. 
Instead of a definition, take an 
example: Jean Martin In "Play 
Strindberg" (at the Tbe&tre des 
Mathurins). 

“Play Strindberg" is Strind- 
berg's two-part “Dance of Death" 
adapted by the Swiss dramatist 
Friedrich Durrenmatt. Diirren- 
matt has not altered the original 
greatly. . He presents the cele- 
brated Totentanz of marriage in 
a Victorian parlor set within the 
ropes of a stadium ring and has 
the players come on with the 
dressing-gowns of boxers on their 
shoulders. Each scene is an- 
nounced as the round of a match. 
He has pruned the drama’s sec- 
ond part, accelerating the finish, 
and has reduced the cast to the 
three principals. Aware that it 
would be impassible to improve 
on Strindberg's masterful exposi- 
tion or incisive dialogue, he has 
not tampered with either. The 
result is an evening of intense 
theater uninterrupted by an In- 
ter mission. 

There are few finer plays in 
the modern repertory than this 
overwhelming one by the miso- 
gynic Swede. A gripping duel of 
unsheathed, implacable hatred. It 
is emotional dynamite. Laurence 
Olivier has enjoyed a histrionic 
toiumph as the megalomania artil- 
lery captain who, exiled to semi- 
retirement as guardian of a 
gloomy island, 'fortress, lives out 
his last days in acrimonious des- 
peration with bis quarrelsome 
wife. 

Is not the Strindberg diatribe 
a caricature of the marital state? 
I had occasion to ask Olivier. 
“Well, I’ve been married three 
times," he said, “and I think it 
is a pretty accurate picture, ex- 
aggerated as some of its details 
may seem.” But it is not mar- 
riage. but existence that is made 
so merciless in this bitter tragedy. 
“Life is so strange, so a gaftnd: 
me, so vindictive that I become 
vindictive, tea" says Strind- 
berg's defeated soldier in self- 
defense. 

Jean Martin, undertaking the 
challenging role in the present 
Mathurins production, provides a 
dazzling portrait in depth. His 
captain differs from Olivier's just 
as it differs from Von Stroheim's 
in the film version. The differ- 
ence is not one of qnality— both 
are of the highest quality — but 
of particulars for any actor of 
dominating personality incorpo- 
rates something of himself into 
an impersonation, however com- 
plete the transformation. 

Here is the destructive and 
self-destructive warrior - monster 
of Strindberg come to life, exact- 
ingly reproduced down to his 
very last agonized wriggle. How 
proudly he struts in moments of 
restored health, puffing his cigar 
and proclaiming that he has an- 
other 20 years before him. And 
how horribly he cringes, gasping 


for breath and sweating In fear, 
when stricken with as attack. It 
Is all there— all that is insinuat- 
ed between the lines— his spite- 
ful guffaw trailing off into a 
hacking cough, bis gleeful teas- 
ing erf his wife, his smacking of 
lips as. in his senile gluttony, 
he remembers rich dishes, his un- 
easy atheism and the insane de- 
testation of everyone and every- 
thing flashing in his envious eyes. 
Martin imparts each gesture, 
each snort of defiant contempt, 
each stinging line with a terri- 
fying reality and plays the great 
scenes— that in which the cap- 
tain. threatens his wife with his 
sword and that of the mad saber 
dance — magnificently. 

Judith Magre as his fury of a 
mate serves as an admirable 
foil but Francois Maistre, though 
satisfactory, is miscast as the 
friend-enemy of the pair. The 
part requires a player who would 
introduce a clashing contrast, 
while, as it is. he seems a con- 
stant companion in the domestic 
Inferno. 

‘Yves Gaze's direction permits 
the play to play itself, a permis- 
sion also granted by Diirren- 
matt's unnecessary but not dam- 
aging ringside embroidery, -play 
Strindberg" will hold you en- 
thralled.

Met Continues to Weed Collections, 
Disposes of Modigliani, Juan Gris

TVfcvV YORK, Oct. 3 iNYT). — The Metropolitan Muse um has dis- 
^ ' posed of paintings by two 30th -century masters, Amedeo 
Modigliani and Juan Gris, and has plans for dis posing 
of objects from all of the museum's 17 departments, it was 
learned yesterday. The news followed last Friday's disclosure that 
the Metropolitan had quietly sold major paintings by Douanier 
Rousseau and Vincent Van Gogh five months ago flHT. Oct. 3). 

Tho m as P. F. Hoving, the museum director, confirmed rumors 
that arrangements have been completed for an exchange transac- 
tion in which the Modigliani and the Gris will go to the Marl- 
borough Gallery, which also purchased the Rousseau and the Van 
Gogh- In return, the museum will receive two works of art. 

Mr. Hoving would neither confirm nor deny reports that the 
major one of the two works of art is by the late David Smith, an 
American sculptor whose estate is represented by Marlborough. 
“We will expose it when we get a space large enough," Mr. Hoving 
said. “It needs a vista.” 

In addition to 12 impressionist paintings announced for sale 
at auction next month and 133 more paintings from all periods 
already slated for sale. Mr. Hoving said the museum has plans to 
dispose of another 100 American paintings at auction. 38 tapestries 
br sale, a quantity of medieval material by exchange with a foreign 
country, and other objects that could not be listed for fear of dis- 
rupting “delicate negotiations"- in various departments. 

He said that the museum was about to “reach very heavily" to 
weed out the collections in order to increase quality'. “We are , 
unable to increase numerically because of space. We are facing : 
up to the problem of quality rather than giving it lip service." he 
insisted. 

“There will be mistakes in disposing, but they will not be as 
serious as mistakes Ja not getting." Mr. Hoving said, pointing out 
that tlie market in old masters was more and more restricted. “We 
plan to put on an exhibition in about a'year and a half showing 
what w c have gained as well as our 'failures. The exhibition will 
illustrate the complexity of the situation."

was slower than In previous years,

And 
according to preliminary data, 
departures of UJ3. citizens to 
Europe during tbe first six 
months of this year are estimat- 
ed to be running 24 percent 
ahead of the year-ago level (when 
only an 8 percent Increase was 
recorded over 1970). 

According to the OECD, nights 
spent by tourists In all forms of 
accommodation In 14 European 
countries— Austria, Belgium. Brit- 
ain. Denmark. France. German v, 
Ireland. Italy, tbe Netherlands, 
Norway, Portugal, Spain. Switzer- 
land and Yugoslavia—; rose 6 per- 
cent last year, compared to a 
fl percent increase registered In 
1970.

Price-Profit Ratio Quote

NEW YORK. Oct. 3 (NYT).— Take a good peek at toe 
stock tobies— they now carry price-earnings ratios for shores 
on the New York and American Stock Exchanges. 

Missing from the tables are the day’s opening quotations, 
but the attitude of toe Associated Press, which supplies the 
tables, is “who cares?” Answering tbe Implied question, toe 
Associated Press says: “Just a few sophisticated Investors.” 

The price-earnings ratio, on the other hand, is one of 
the most looked-for figures for every stock. 

Tbe ratio is calculated by comparing toe current selling 
price- of a security with per share earnings In toe last year. 
A $10 stock earnin g xo cents a share would cany a price- 
earnings ratio of 100. 

There is one drawback: The ratios are figured on the 
earnings reported far the previous 12 months. Extraordinary 
events may tend to distort the picture in some cases. As 
James Magio of Burnham & Co. said.- “Z like the Idea but 
far this factor. Maytag, for example, lost money in toe first 
half of 1971 due to a strike: 

‘The company then earned big profits in the second half. 
Put a 22 -cent-a -share loss against a $102 second-half gain and 
you have a 90-cent result for the year. Maying's p-e ratio 
looks high indeed on that basis. You have to know that the 
company had a strike. The company earned $2.01 in toe 
12 months ending June 30. It makes a big difference.”

npHE virtues of Louis Auchin- 

a class as a writer of prose and 
as a writer of Action are confirm- 
ed in his latest novel. **! Come as 
a Thief." There are the same 
clear, effortless sentences, a 
rhythmic pulse in the prose that 
never falters, a smooth, bright 
way. with dialogue that makes his 
verbal exchanges an epigrammatic 
delight. A sense of form that 
knows exactly where to cut the 
passage before it becomes tedious 
or repetitious. The writing is 
transparent, the story line order- 
ly. the world of Ms characters 
glittering. He must be. with John 
Updike, the most readable writer 
in America. And he Is always 
knowledgeable. In this novel he 
offers us a circumscribed but In- 
tense view of a regulatory agency 
or the government and the way 
an unscrupulous man in such an 
B gwwfty can exploit his position to 
enrich himself. He shows, too, bow 
easy it Is for the underworld to 
move slyly into the respectable 
precincts of great fortunes.

Snead, &a 
the New York Giants finally 
performed completely according 
to form in a 37-12 victory over 
the Philadelphia Eagles last 
ni ght 

In their fust National Football 
League victory since last No- 
vember, after seven straight 
defeats, the Giants were larmful 

in three respects: The offense 

was fine, the defense was poor 

and the victory margin was com- 
fortably above the seven points 
by which they were favored. 

The Eagles, using John Reaves, 
their rookie from Florida, at 
quarterback, helped the Giants 
along with their awn mistakes. 
One fumble gave the Giants a 
cheap touchdown, which made 
the scare 14-3. A possible Eagle 
touchdown an the final play of 
the first half was lost to an In- 
terception by Spider Lo ckhar t in 
the aid zone, after the Eagles 
had reached the Giant eight. 
And a 22-yard field goal attempt 
by Tun Dempsey was wide In 
the fourth quarter. These three 
errors accounted for a swing of 
17 points in a 1 5-point decision. 

But the Giant offense was 
satisfying enough. Johnson car- 
ried the ball 36 times, two Jess 
than a Giant record held by 
Harry Newman since 1934, and 
he ran for 124 yards, the first 
100-yard game for a Giant since 
his 100 against Buffalo late in 
the 2970 season. 

Snead, facing a team he 
quarterbacked for seven years, 
seemed in full control at all times. 
He completed 12 of his 19 passes 
for 164 yards, snd one of the two 
interceptions he suffered was a 
deflection. Five of his comple- 
tions were to Johnson, for 60 
yards, but when the situation call- 
ed for it. he hit Rich Houston 
for gains of 30 and 17 yards. In 
three games, Snead has com- 
pleted 67 J. percent of his passes; 

In the process, Snead also 
posted a personal milestone. He 
how has 25.047 yards passing In 
his 12-year career, and only seven 
men have passed for more. 

Meanwhile, the Giant defense 
yielded 394 yards, or 6.6 yards a 
play.

Dory Previn: Never Say Never

fTOLLYWOOD— Noted as a composer- 
*-*■ lyricist, singer, screenwriter— and most 
recently as creator of a sew musical about 
Los Angeles — Dory Previn has emerged 
f rom ti-in trash heap of scandal and gossip 
columns, a broken marriage and the faiaJs 
of mental fitness. 

In the 1960s, Dory Previn was happily 
married and twice been nominated for 
an Academy Award far her lyrics. The 
wife of composes Andre Previn, with whom 
die frequently collaborated, she seened to 
be living an ideal Hollywood existence. 

in 1969, with both partners ap- 
proaching 40, the Previn household sud- 
denly fell apart. Andre walked cut — he 
and Mia. Farrow, an occasional houseguest 
of the Previns, were shortly to be the 
parents of twins — and soon .afterward. 
Dory found herself screaming uncontrol- 
lably aboard a transcontinental jet. She 
spent the next three months In a mental 
hospital. 

Out of the songs she had written as 
self-prescribed therapy in the hospital 
came an album, "On My Way to Where,” 
which, when released in 1970, became an 
Immediate critical success. The song “Be- 
ware of Young Girls”— “who come to the 
door/wistful and pale/of twenty and four” 
—was clearly the recording's set piece, but 
Qie nine other songs combined to reveal 
an artist of sophisticated melodic and 
lyrical gifts, who could chart her own 
emotional landscape with such n™*»i-ny 
accuracy that the songs transcended their 
origins to become universal metaphors. 

A year later, a second album, “Mythical 
Kin gs and Iguanas,” appeared and recon- 
firmed Mrs. Previn's talents; then a book, 
also titled “On My Way to Where ” col- 
lected the lyrics from her first two albums 
as well as some previously unpublished 
poetry. Earlier this year. Me diarts released 
a third album, "Taps, Tremors, and Time 
Steps.” She has also written a musical, 
which will have its premiere at the Shubert 
Theater in Los Angeles In November. 

Surrounded by the eccentric but tasteful 
charm of her home in the Hollywood Hills, 
Dory Previn seems to be genuinely at ease 
with her own past Intensely articulate 
and intellectual, She bus a disarming sense 
of humor about all of her h uman experi- 
ences. 

Question: Why did you first come to 
Hollywood? 

Previn: I was brought here by MGM 
as a kind of house lyricist to work with 
Andre Previn and several other people. We 


were to be ft nucleus of young people to 
write musical But then, almost 

Immediately, the whole musical era crashed. 
It was the end of the mnstBal, so they 
dropped my option, I had a breakdown, 
so I went away to an. institution for a 
while. When I came out there was no 
job for me, so Z started to free-lance. 
I didn't know how to write scripts, but I 
could write story ideas far television series, 
and I sold a few of those. 

Q: What were same of the songs you 
wrote during that period? 

Previn: Ohl I never had any really Mg 
hits. The first big picture I wrote a song 
for then was a bad picture called “Pepe,” 
which starred Cantinflas. The song was 
called "Faraway Part of Town.” I wrote 
It for Judy Garland, but She didn’t appear 
In film, she just sang, and someone 
—I believe it was Shirley Jones— danced to 
It. No one’s ever heard it, but that song 
was nominated far an Academy Award. 
It was the first nomination T got. The 
second nomination was for the far 

Two for the Seesaw,” a song "Sec- 
ond Chance.” Again, it was not a hit, but 
it was recorded by quite a few people. The 
third song I was nominated for was for 
The Sterile Cuckoo," with Liza MLneLl, 
called “Come Saturday Morning.” So I - 
went from Judy to T.iyfi . tithipth and 
In between came "Theme From Valley 
of the Dolls,” and another song far that 
picture which was the last song Judy ever 
recorded. 

And in "Theme From Valley of the 
Dolls,” I think I revealed a great dea l of 
my own circumstances and ‘conditions, 
because I was on tranquilizers every day 
of my life when I wrote that, just in order 
to maintain . 1 wasn't doing it for a high, 
or for excitement, but rather Just to cope 
with existence. 

Q: What farced you to do that? 

Previn: Well, I*d had several breakdowns 
during that period, and I would go away 
to the hospital and get into shape enough 
to be let out. But when I would «ntne 
out, I was still mentally in, I mean. I 
was in either extreme lows or extreme 
highs, as people are who suffer from 
mental fitness. So in order to keep me 
going I depended very heavily on pm* 

Q: . What do you mean by a “break- 
down”? 

Previn: I know that “nervous break- 
down” is used in a very loose sense now, 
but what Tin talking about is a real 
psychotic split from reality. When you «*r> 
no longer cope with the world as it appears 



to you, you go into another, dimension. 
Into another plane of reality. But then. 
Em not sure what reality is, rm not sure 
that our concept of insanity isn’t super- 
sanity. 

Q: Earlier, in talking about your own 
problems, you mentioned the concept of 
the gestalt. Have you personally had ex- 
perience with Gestalt therapy? 

Previn: Yes. I was In what they call 
classical analysis, but whenever I began, 
to get frightened, my fear would lead me 
away, into a state of unreality. And then 
I would he put away. After ail those years 
in analysis, I got to the point where I 
didn't fed that I needed to be put away,, 
but that I needed to be more active in my 
analysis ... I had been in analysis for 
16 years, and I was still full of all kinds 
of eruptive things that had to come out. 
So I sought out activist therapy, which is 
the gestalt; One goes into a roam with 
a therapist and a lot of other people, 
and one does, with conscious awareness, 
what would be considered unrealistic if 
one did it in a mental hospital And since 
starting Gestalt, I have not been back to 
a mental hospital. I just completed a 
musical. And I'm not terrified by the 
prospect of perfor ming in public. 

Q: When and where will you be per- 
forming next? 

Previn: I've been invited to go to 

New York, to play at Carnegie Hall and 
Lincoln Center, and the Tyrone Guthrie 
Theatre, and m probably do some other 
major cities, m go by train, of course.

"I am the oldest person alive, 
no question of It I have crossed 
the sandy desert and I knew 
Jesse James." Charlie Smith of 
Bartow, Florida, who claims to 
be 130 years old, was speaking 
into a rape recorder in an inter- 
view for the Martin Luther King 
Center of Boston University 
which lias decided to record and 
photograph Smith for his unique 
contribution to black history. 
Smith says he remembers a sum- 
mer 118 years ago, when he was 
12, and playing on a Liberian 
beach. "There was a boat tied 
at the dock, all gaily colored and 
what. My mother, she was mak- 
ing laid from fat, so we kids went 
up to the boat. This man camo 
up And said there was 'fritter 
trees’ on the boat. So, some of 
us kids went on board and down 
Into the bottom of the boat and 
there were fritters, with syrup 

all over t h e m , hanging' from this 
tree cm the table. The man told 
us there . were fritter trees all 
over America. When we went 
back up to the top of the snip 
we were out in the middle of tha 
ocean. I never saw mama again.” 

The slave ship arrived in New 
Orleans the first week in July 
and Smith was soon on the auc- 
tion block. His real name was 
MUcha, but a Texas rancher call- 
ed Charlie Smith gave him his 
name when he bought him. Grow- 
ing up near what is now the great 
King Ranch near Galveston, 
Charlie recalled learning the ways 
of the cowpuncher. He remained 
on the ranch the year he turned 
21 when President Lincoln freed 
the slaves. "I didn’t need to be 
freed, Td been treated like a 
white man all my life. 1 ' He would 
stay on until the rancher died 
& few years later. 

Smith tells of traversing the 
great Southwest during the 
stormy days of the Civil War. 
Later, he says he met one of 
the more notorious men of the 
time, Jesse James. “I knew all 
of the James Boys.” he says- “It 
was James who taught me how 
to shoot.” 

He tells of being a laborer in 
Georgia, working in a woodmill 
when he was recruited to come 
to Florida to work in a turpen- 
tine camp. "It was the year we 
were fighting Cuba (Spanish- 
American War).” Smith worked 
on the turpentine farms for a 
number of years. Finally, a social 
security worker found him high 
in a tree, picking oranges at the 
age of 115. The agency ran a 
check for months and finally
